read or write, #35 was paid on ac- 
count, 

The half-breed alleged that he was 
drunk when the document was signed, 
and that Lessard had supplied him 
with liquor with the deliberate inten- 
tion of inducing him to sign the agree- 
ment. Even when the document was 
signed, de Jarlaus believed jt to be 
nothing more than a promise to pay 
$85 supposed to be owing to the plain- 
tiff.

We held 
a number of conferences with the con- 
tractors, at some of which the repre- 
sentatives of the city engineer's depart- 
ment was present, and it appeared im- 
possible to reach an agreement. The 
correctness of the city engineer's esti- 
mate was not questioned by the con- 
tractors, but they claimed that since 
they had been instructed to proceed 
with the work, it had been understood 
by them that they would be paid their 
own price. We offered a compromise 
to the contractors agreeing to pay them 
an amount equivalent to the amount of 
their price less one-half of the differ- 
ence between us, that is, 3262.50 per 
stall. Payment of that amount was ac- 
cepted by them, but it appears that it 
was never accepted in setticment of the 
account and they have repeatedly re- 
quested a settlement of th balance 
claimd by them, namely, $112,50.

POWER MACHINER 
CAUSE OF HEATED 
TALK IN COUNCIL 


COMMISSIONER BOUILLON 


AND ALDERMAN GRINDLEY 


GET PERSONAL IN THEIR REMARKS—BYLAW FOR 
PURCHASE OF MACHINERY ON TABLE. 


The question as to the type of ma- 
chinery which the city should purchase 
formed the chief topic at the council 
meeting last evening and while the dis- 
cussion between the several aldermen 
and Commissioner Bouillon was not 
edifying it was at least interesting. As 
forecasted in the Capital yesterday the 
fight hinged over whether the city 
should instal a 1200 k.w. machine ora 
2000 k.w. machine. The commission- 
ers favored the former while in view of 
the report submitted by Engineer Par- 
sons the majority of the council were 
in favor of purchasing the latter. The 
debate was hot at several times and in 
humerous instances developed into an 
acrimonious squabble between Com- 
missioner Bouillon and different mem- 
hers of the council, especially Alder- 
man Grindley. 

Utilities Commissioner Bouillon when 
placed on the grill by a nuinber of the 
aldermen with respect to changing his 
mind with regard to the class of ma- 
chinery which should be purchased, 
stated that he had never made any 
recommendation to the council before 
last evening and in a round-about .way 
attempted to have it understood that 
he had never changed his mind with 
regard to the class of units to buy. 
Questioned as to why he once favored 
a mixed pressure plant and now a high 
pressure plant with a low pressure unit 
to be installed later the commissioner 
stated that he was continually being 
misrepresented by a certain newspaper 
in the city and that the aldermen seem- 
ed to be getting their information from 
that newspaper instead of from his re- 
ports, ; 

Scored by Alderman Grindley — for 
letling the contract to the Allis Chal- 
mers Company without securing bids 
from other companies the commission- 
ers suggested that the alderman was 
sore because his company had not been 
given an opportunity to bid, 

“If you wanted a 1200 k.w. machine 
why d.d you only ask for tenders on 
100 kw. and 2000 kw. machines?” 
queried the alderman, “Because we 
did-not know that that was the type we 
wanted," was the reply, ‘we do not 
know how the company in question 
came to submii a tender on just what 
we find neededg Alderman Grindley 


commissioner was willing to call for 
new tenders but suggested that any 
blanie for installation of new machin- 
ery being delayed should then rest with 
the council to which Alderman’ Grind- 
ley replied that there would be,no- delay 
as bids could be secured within forty- 
eight hours. — 

It was pointed out by the mayor that 
all of the superintendents who have 
had charge of the power plant for some 
time past and the present superinten- 
dent favored the installation of a 2000 
kw. unit. The utilities oommisssioner 
stated in effect that the gentlemen in 
question did not know what they were 
talking about, Asked as to whether 
Superintendent Hoffman considered a 
41200 k.w unit of sufficient size the 
commissioner evaded a direct answer 
by stating that no complaint had been 
registered with the commissioners by 
the superintendent and ag there had not 
been they considered that he was well 
satisfied. 

A desultory discussion then took 
place during which the aldermen pair- 
ed off and discussed different topics 
while Alderman Grindley and Commis- 
sioner Bouillon held a little seance of 
their own which was greatly enjoyed 
by those present. The former charged 
the latter with poor business tactics in 
the letting of contracts:and‘ calling for 
tenders while the latter replied with a 
suggestion that Alderman Grindley -in 
that he was agent for machinery firms 
was sore because’ he had not received 
the contract.

This would be sub- 
ject to approval of the commissioners 
and slot machine meters should be pro- 
hibited unless arrangements are made 
lo prevent such meters being started 
while any valve or jet is open in the 
service controlled by any such meter, | 

Meter Rental Too High. 

“The right is given to colleet a me- 
ter rental of 25 cents per month— 
$3.00 per year. It is unusual for gas 
companies to collect rentals on meters 
but if this is to be allowed here the 
amount specified is excessive in pro- 
portion to the investment and since the 
meter is placed on the service for the 
joint use of the two partics concerned, 
the consumer should not be required to 
pay rental amounted to more than one- 
half of a reasonable rate of interest 
on the investment, The same paragraph 
sives the right to collect another 
monthly rental of 25 cents in case the 
consumer shall not instal the necessary 
pipes from the street lines to the build- 
ing. In many cases a rental of $3.00 
a year for the service pipe on the lot 
would be equivalent to extortion and on 
the average such rental woula@ be in 
excess of a reasonable interest charge 
on the cost of such pipe. Attention is 
here called to the fact that the right is 
granted to make these rentals perpet- 
ual, 

“In paragraph 22 the grantee is re- 
quired to furnish evidence of the total 
amount of gas produced per annum as 
the city shall require, and to furnish 
books of account, records of sales, 
meter records and all other documents 
of the contractor relating to the qual- 
ities of gas sold. There is no attempt 
in this clause to compel the grantee to 
keep proper accounts. 

An Obscure Paragraph, 

“In the paragraph referred to, it is 
quite clearly provided that — certain 
rates shall be charged per {000 feet of 
gas according to the output of the 
plant. This is assuming that the city 
would ever be in a position to know for 
itself what the output of the plant is 
and to enforce due reductions, but no- 
Where in the agreement is it stated 
Within what particular district of the 
city those rates are to apply to start 
with and, in paragraph 24 of the docu- 
ment, provision is cleverly made for ex- 
pansion of the system according to a 
procedure that enterprising operators 
might keep rather obscure and_ this 
Without recourse and, after specifying 
the manner in which and conditions un- 
der which the company would expand 
the system to serve additional con- 
sumers, there is a neat proviso ab- 
solving the company from charging the

lt is not stated what the con- 
sumers are to be charged in the mean- 
time, Further in this paragraph there 
is an unreasonable requirement of a 
contract with each conscumer for a 
period of at least three years. A con- 
tact for gas or such a utility should not 
extend over a period of ane year, and, 
still further, they have provided for a 
guaranteed average consumption of or 
rather payment for 2500 feet per cal- 
endar month, whereas public records 
show that even in districts where gas 
has been is use for a long time, the 
average consumption per consumer, 
per month, is less than 2000 feet. 
Workmen Not Protected. 

“Paragraph 29 provides for the pay- 
ment of all mechanics and workmen 
fair wages, but the clause is made in- 
operative by placing an obligation upon 
the city to pay any difference there 
might be between the wages paid by 
the company and whatt he city might 
consider fair and to deduct such dif- 
ference from any monies due or to be- 
come due under this contract. The 
clause is ridiculous as there is no pro- 
Vision whatever in the contract for any 
mnoney to ever beeome due to the 
grantee by the city during operation. 
We should provide for an emergency 
fund and for deduction of monies so 
paid by the city from this fund, in 
order to make such a clause operative. 

Can Assign Privileges. 
“There is no safeguard in the agree- 


ment against an assignment of the priv- 
ileges granted. It is customary in 
franchises to require approval of the 
grantor before any assignment can be 
made as the city should know at any 
time with whom it is dealing. 
Agreoment Too Loose. 

“The statement has also been made 
that the agreement in question was 
framed by or with the consent of the 
commissioners, That is also an errors 
The commissioners had no voice in the 
preparation of the agreement in ques- 
tion. Generally speaking, the. agree- 
ment bears the marks of undue haste 
and it is in no sense.a fit agreement to 
form the basis of twenty-five years of 
public service to be rendered by pri~ 
vate interests. It is far too loose an 
agreement to place in the hands of 
any private interests.”” 

The above is in brief a summary of 
the report submitted by the commis- 
sioner, who, in closing, states that the 
agreement is not one that a cautious 
person would be likely to ‘enter into 
and should be drafted with great oare, 
The agrement is for twenty-five years 
in that it lays the foundation for per- 
petual operations and its passage would 
the estimation of the commissioner be 
scarcely in keeping with the intelli- 
gence of an enterprising community,

If the Western Associated Press dispatch which says that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier proposes an investigation into all the circumstances 
surrounding the issuance of the order in council of May 8, 1907, is 
to be taken-as an indication of the line that is to be followed in the 
Oliver investigation, then the investigation will fall very far short 
of being the kind of an investigation that Edmontonians are inter- 


ested in seeing carried out. 
In this Oliver business there is only one real question of public 


interest and that, question is: “Where did the money come from?” 


Any investigation which does not go into this question by 
making an examination of Oliver's bank account and calling on him 
to explain his source ‘of supply cannot furnish the answer to the 
question of, Olivers’ s, probity. 

Mr. Oliver himself is the man who should be able to tell all 
about the sourcesiof his supply. By placing his bank accounts here 
and in Ottawa'before the committee and explaining the items he can 
show whether the amounts placed to his credit were amounts 
acquired in some legitimate business transaction or whether they 
were amounts handed to him from some corporation scource, for 
services rendered or expected. 

As a:public ‘man, Mr. Oliver owes it to the country to make 
this explanation, and the explanation he owes is a complete one. 

Unless he is willing to make a complete ¢ xplanation he has no 
right to be. minister of the interior. Unless he is willing, as the 
members of the Rutherford government were willing, to throw his 
books open and to explain with the utmost candor where he got the 
money that is shown to his credit, he is not taking the public into 
his confidence and cannot be trusted in the position to which he 
has been called. 


Gas Agreement 
Unreasonable to 
the Laboring Man 


The resolution passed by the trades and labor council last 
night condemning the wage clause of the gas agreement is one which 
should get careful attention from the city councils and the citizens 
generally. 

As the trades and labor council points out, the clause as it now 
stands gives the company the right to work their employees a nine 
hour day and it establishes the wages of common labor at 25 cents 
per hour for a quarter of a century. 

Such an arrangement is manifestly unfair and unjust.

Stratheona, May 8,—Although less’ 
frenquently in the limelight. than are 
some other divisions of the city council 
ihe finanee committee occasionally 
comes forward with a recommendation 
that brings munieipal attention. to the 
right about faee, At last 


of these heavyweight propositions in 
the way of a tax sale recommendation 
steps to be 
taken after July fst to advertise for 
sale all Jands in the eity in arrears for 
taxes beyond the legal limitation of one 
year. Ald. Pollard backed up this re- 
port with a few remarks relative to the 
need of a tax sale this year, The ar- 
rears now amount to over $141,000 
and he thought the city could afford to 
be lenient no longer, 

When the administrative mind had 
fully recovered from the shock of the 
proposal the worthy fathers one and 
all expressed themselves entirely fa- 
vorable to holding the tax sale this 
year. However, Mayor Davies and Ald. 
Vogel were among those who wanted 
to see the sale date established not 
earlier than October in order that the 
people might be given every chance 
to meet their delinquency. By this 
time the year's crop would be taken 
care of and money would in conse- 
quence be perhaps easier than at any 
other part of the season. “Tam 
heartily in favor of a tax sale but at 
the same time I want to see the peo- 
ple given every show to meet. their 
obligations’ said the mayor. 

In the course, of lengthy discussion 
it was pointed out by several aldermen 
that the report of the fnance commit- 
tee did not designate a date for. the 
sale other than recommending that 
the necessary steps for this event be- 
ing taken after July ist next. The 
sale would therefore probably be held 
late in the fall. 

Solicitor Jamieson said there is noth- 
ing to prevent the holding of the pro- 
posed tax sale this year providing the 
necessary advertising of two months is 
given. Arrears for the years prior to 
and including 1900 would be liable for 
sale. The report of the committee was 
adopted without change. 

Would Abolish Business Tax 

The finance committee handed — in 
another report recommending that the 
business and income taxes in Strath- 
cona be abolished. In seconding the 
motion to adopt, Ald. Calder said he 
thought the time had arrived to discon- 
tinue the taxing of industry as is now 
done in the business assessment. He 
was in favor of a direct single tax. 

The advice of solicitor Jamieson 
‘showed council that the present char- 
ter provisions call for a tax on busi- 
ness and this could not be abolished 
without amendments in that document. 
The tax however might be reduced 
greatly, while there has been power 
granted to do away with the ineome 
tax. The matters were referred back 
to the finance committee for a report 
next week.

COURT FOR THEIR LIVES 


DEFENDERS 


FAMOUS CASE AGAINST JOHN F. DEITZ, MRS. DEITZ AND 
THEIR SON LESLIE FOR ALLEGED MURDER 
CALLED THIS MORNING. 


Hayward, Wis., May 3—The joint 
ease against John F. Dietz, Mrs, Dietz 
and their son Leslie Dietz for the mur- 
der of Deputy Oscar Harpin, the early 
part of October, 1910, was called for 
trial here today before Judge Reid, 
of the Circuit Court. This is the first 
and most serious of the cases growing 
out of the heroic defense of the Cam- 
eron Dam, Thornapple River, by John 
I. Dietz and his family. After this 
case is disposed of there will be two 
more cases to come up for trial, one 
is against John F, Dietz alone and is 
for his assault upon William Giblin, 
the former sheriff, who, with Patrick 
MeGinn, tried to capture Dietz in 1904. 
The third case is against Almyra Dietz, 
the eldest daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Dietz, who is charged with intent to 
kill John Rogich, a deputy from Mil- 
waukee, who joined in the attack upon 
the Deitz home in 1904, This last 
mentioned case will probably be drop- 
ped by the state, as the prosectition 
is understood to have absolutely no 
evidence against the girl, Almyra 
Dietz was shot in the hip at the time 
of her arrest, but has since then fully 
recovered from her injury,

Company, When Deitz removed to his 
place at Cameron dam, he gave up his 
position. The refusal of the represen- 
tatives of the lumber company to set- 
tle wilh Deitz for the pay which the 
latter claimed for his services, led to 
an assault by Deitz upon the agent 
of the company. The latter obtained 
a warrant, but all attempts to serve 
it failed. 


After a short time a dispute arose} 


between Deitz and the lumber company 
concerning the right of the company 
to run logs through ‘the sluice of Cam- 
eron dam. Deitz, who owned the pro- 
perty, refused to allow the company 
the use of the sluice without ‘payifent 
and the company took the matter into 
the courts. Summons were issued for 
Deitz and also a temporary injunction, 
but he would not acept service. ‘rhe 
case was fought in the civil courts and 
was finally decided in favor of Deitz. 
During the years since the Deitz fam- 
ily moved their log house on Cameron 
Dam, numerous attempts were made to 
serve warrants and legal papers on 
Deitz, but the latter, claiming, that he 
could get no justice in the courts, re- 
fused to accept service. On May 9, 
1904, former Sheriff Giblin and three 
armed men tried to arrest Deitz, but he 
defended himself with his rifle and 
forced the sheriff to withdraw. 

Deputy Sheriff Rogich was shot dur- 
ing another attack upon the Deitz 
homestead, on July 25, 1906. A 
pitched battle belween the depuly 
sheriffs on one side and the members 
of the Dellz family on the other took 
place and Rogich was seriously wound- 
ed by a shot. It was said at the time 
that Alimyra Deitz had fired the -shot. 
In September of last year, Deitz be- 
came involved fn a quarrel with the 
president of the school board during 
a visit. to the town of Winter and in- 
cidentally shot Bert Horel, who tried 
to act as peacemaker, ‘This last trou- 
ble led to the long seize of the Deitz 
home by a large posse seeking to ar- 
rest Deitz, It was during the final as- 
sault which ended with the surrender 
of Deitz and his family, that Deputy 
Harper was shot and killed,

SOON TO HAVE WHACK 
AT HIM IN THE COURTS 


YOUNG BOSTON FINANCIER DUE TO RETURN FROM 


BRAZIL IN COMPANY 


WITH OFFICERS TO FACE 


NUMEROUS CHARGES OF EMBEZZLEMENT. 


Boston, Mass., May 8.—Many Bos- 
toners who had become victims of the 
high finanee methods of Robert Emer- 
son Davie, known as ‘The Boy Brok- 
er,’ during his meteoric career in this 
city, are awaiting with considerable in- 
terest the return of the young man, 
who was arrested in Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil, and is due to arrive in New 
York in charge of two police inspect- 
ors, on the steamer Byron today or to- 
morrow, 

Davie is only twenty-five years of 
age now and was scarcely more than a 
boy when he began his career in Bos- 
ton a few years ago. He had been 
clerk in a broker's office, but this did 
not satisfy his ambition. Ie went in- 
to business on his,own account and 
opened an elegantly furnished office 
on State street. He represented him- 
self as being closely connected with 
J. P. Morgan & Co., and being of pre- 
possing appearance, good address and 
pleasant manners, Davie had no diffl- 
culty in winning the good will and con- 
fidence of many wealthy business men 
and capitalists. 
dressed, occupied elegant apartments in 
3rookline had an automobile and, be- 
gan to build a stately mansion for him- 
self at Weston, one of the aristocratic 
suburbs of Boston. He pretended to 
be extremely religious and on various 
occasions showed surprising familiarity 
with the Bible, His interest in church 
work won him the confidence of many 
religious persons of wealth and inducet 
even some ministers to entrust their 
savings to him for investment. 

In a short time business became ex- 
tremely brisk and Davie realized large 
profits from the investments entrusted 
to him. He became quite a social fac- 
tor, contributed liberally to charitable 
and religious purposes, gave extrava- 
gant dinners at his apartment and spent 
money lavishly until some time in the 

early autumn of last year, when he sud- 
denly disappeared from Boston, leaving 
his affairs ‘in a decidedly unsettled con- 
dition. Soon complants began to pour 
in from all sides. 

The first complaint that was made to 
the police came from Mrs. Hannah L, 
Greenwood, wife of the Rev. Lawrence 
B. Greenwood, the evangelist, who 
charged that Davie had stolen $10,550 
worth of stock certificates which she 
had intrusted to his care, - This led the 
police authorities to make an investiga- 
tion into the methods of the fugitive 
broker and soon a large amount of in- 
criminating evidence had been gather- 
ed against Davie, Many wealthy per- 
sons, who had been duped by Davie, re- 
fused to make charges against him, be- 
cause they were ashamed to:admit how 
easily they had been taken in by the 
dashing’ young financier. However, 
several of the victims began suits and 


the property left behind by Davie was 


seized and sold at auction. 

The police authorities sent pictures 
and description of the fugitive Davie 
to authorities throughout the world and 
the circular sent to the chief of police 
of Rio de Janeiro, led to the identiflea- 
tion and the arrest of Davie in that city 
on February 23 of this. year. Mr. 
Slechta, the American consul in Rio de 
Janeiro communicated by wire with the 
Boston police and the latter applied vo 
Seeretary of State Knox for a provision- 
al order of detention. The order 
could not be granted, however, as the

WONDERFUL NEW 
CLIMBING ROSES 


Remarkable Development Accomplished 
During the Last Decade by Expert 
Horticulturalists — Varleties that 
Bloom all Summer, June to Octo- 
ber. 


The last ten years have witnessed a 
remarkable? development in - climbing 
roses, Indeed, it may be said that 
when the horticulturists of America 
began to transfer the beauties of the 
old-time favorites to trailing vines, a 
new era of rose culture in America 
was established. I know of no single 
group of climbing or trailing vines 
that can be measured up against the 
climbing roses of today and stand the 
test. The honey-suckles may flower 
long, but is not gorgeous; the wista- 
ria has a very short season, and 
so on ali through the list.. But I can 
show you climbing roses that will give 
a succession of bloom from June. till 
the end of October. Can you equal 
that in any other one group of vines? 
A generation ago the climbing roses 
available were a far different group 
from what we have today. All were 
more-or less tender if the flowers were 
of any size, All were somewhat in- 
significant in flower by comparison. 
if they were at all hardy, with only 
one or two exceptions, The Ayrshires, 
the Noisettes, ete,, were too tender and 
the {wo or three hardier ones were 
too singular. It was the coming of 
the Memorial rose, less than twenty 
years ago, that made the ‘vine rose" 
a reality in our gardens. With it 
came absolute hardiness, great  flori- 
ferousness, rapid growth, graceful 
habit, resistance’ to insects and dis- 
ease and long-enduring foliage. The 
almost simultaneous appearance of a 
showy, hardy, crimson, climbing rose 
from China, with flowers in clusters, 


jconcentrated the attention of garden- 


ers, and the very natural question 
arose whether this could) be combinea 
with the Memorial. The Crimson 
Rambler, though strong growing and 
gorgeous, has all the weaknesses of 
the old time roses. It was prone to 
disease, a somewhat stiff grower and 
its foliage became sear and yellow in 
the height of the season—-defects that 
had forced into the background its 
natural prototype, the single white 
multiflora, which: had been knocking 
at the door for recognition for a hun- 
dred years, New hybrids were quick- 
ly produced, and among the earliest 
of these are some which are in the 
front rank of our climbing roses to- 
day. A remarkable wave of interest 
arose, The new climbing roses spread 
everywhere, In the meantime — the 
still new race of hybrid teas was find- 
ing popularity because it was ever 
blooming. 

Hybidists were quick to take — the 
next logical step, and combine — this 
race with the» Memorial, The results 
are upon us today, and the onrushing 
wave of popularity has brought back 
with it and replaced in our gardens, I 
hope permanently, some of the older 
climbers that have been drifting into 
oblivion, 

There are three well marked groups 
of the climbing roses: (4) The multi- 
flora, flowering early in June and soon 
passing; closely following this is (2) 
the group of prairie roses, originated 
from our own Rosa setigera,  free- 
growing, With grey-green foliage, 
heavy flowers, and of a somewhat dull 
color; they: are chiefly useful because 
they gap tothe (3) Memorial group. 

The Memorial rose (Rosa wichur- 
alana) flowers from July to September, 
but in it shybrid its season is ex- 
tended both before and after, I have 
cut wreaths of some of Mr. Walsh's 
hybrids when the frost was on them, 
Everyone knows the beautiful Doro- 
thy Perkins, a pink flowered  proto- 
type of Crimson Rambler, with all 
like good points of the Memorial. Its 
wreathing of trusses, of bloom, bright, 
pure pink, and the plant itself, well 
dressed with glossy. foliage as long as 
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Hudson’s Bay 
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any other of the climbing vines, mak- 
ing it a universal favorite. 

It should be remembered, however, 
that climbing roses are not real climb- 
ers, and must be trained in the way 
they should go; but they are not ex- 
acting. The secret of good climbing 
roses is simply good soil. The trench- 
ing cannot be too deep nor can you 
well overfeed, Buy strong plants, give 
water jin proper season and you can 
cul sprays and wreaths of bloom at 
your own will and to the benefit of next 
year's growth. 

——, 

But even though the likelihood of 
serious injury being done by attacks 
of insects or actula disease, is re- 
mote, it is the part of wisdom to keep 
on the lookout and be prepared. There- 
fore by all means spray plants to some 
extent. Lime, sulphur solution is 
against mildew, and Bor-
